Dr Dovey was born in Edinburgh 
in 1895, and was educated at Merchils- 
fon Prepuratoyy School and Bedford 
School, and ‘at the Edinburgh 
University. . ‘Taken away from 
gehool at the age of 17 he entered 
his father's office with the Idea of 
beconfing a Chartered Accountant 
ond taking ever the — business. At 
the outbreale of the 1914-1018 war 
Dr Dovey received a commission a3 
Second Licutenant In B Battery, g3rd 
Brigade, 18th Division, on July 7, 
1916, and was gazetted Heutenant 18 
months later, He received multiple 
wounds in the legs, the thigh tnd 
the back in November, 1916, and was 
mustard gassed In August, 1918. 

After the war, Dr Dovey entered

Despite the Fascist communiques 
on the progress of the war, the 
People have long realised that with- 
out-German aid their armies in Al- 
banla would have been crushed by 
the Greeks.’ They had the bitterness 
of hearing”of the annihilation of 
thelr army in’ Cyrenalca in the 
British, drive; they heard that their 
Enst African empire had been. finally 
vanquished, 


Germans Disliked 


The Germans are disliked not only 
by the people who see Nazis in con- 
trol at many places but by the Fas- 
cists themselves. : 


The Fascists have had to sce their 
Fleet sncrificed aot ‘Matapan to en- 
able the Germans to get to Libyan; 
they realise that- Hitler has done, a 
deal with Vichy over Italian claims 
against France; they have been re- 
fused recognition of Greece as a 
sphere of Itolian influence.

U.S. Child 
Population 
Declines 


A precipitous decline in tha 
birth rate of the United States 
has brought about for the first 
time in the country’s history u 
decrease in the number of chil- 
dren, Dr Louis I. Dublin, Vice- 
President of the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Company, told 
the annual. meeting of the 
American Institute of Actuaries. 

At the same time Dr Dublin 
presented a study made jointly 
with Mortimer Spiegelman of 
the same company which show- 
ed that. infant: mortality has 
declined by 45 per cent over the 
last 20 years. The mortality 
rate of children between one 
and 14 years of age has decreas- 
ed 60 per cent during the same 
period, the report said. 

In the yearn 1920-20 infant mor- 
tality declined 23 per cent and in 


1930-39 there was n 30. per cent 
decrense, he sald, 


‘There were 32,900,000 children 
under the age of 15 in the United 
States in 1940, 3,200,000 tess than in 
1930, Dr Dublin said.- In spite of a 
Kencral population increase, the pre- 
sent trend indicates the 1960 nuinber 
of children in the United States will 
be 31,000,000, or_ 5,100,000_under_the 
1930 total, Dr Dublin reported,
